Bernard Wesley Lewis, son of a promi- 
nent retired. coal dealer of Pittsburg, 
sought by the police tin connection 
with the killing of Mazie Colbert, an 
artist model, in her apartment at Phil- 
adelphia last week, shot and killed 
himself tonight in his apartment in 
the exclusive States Villa here while 
two 4@etectives were trying to gain 
entrance to his rooms. The ball from 
a new 22-caliber rifle went into hi's 
temple and death was believed to have 
been instantaneous. 

When the detectives knocked on the 
door of his room, Lewis went into the 
bath room, braced his foot against the 
head of the bath tub, placed the rifle 
to his head and pulled the trigger. 
When the officers broke down inter- 
vening doors a few minutes after they 
heard@the shot, they found the man 
dead. 

Careful search of Lewis’ rooms, 
clothing and effects, failed to reveal 
atty communication from the dead man 
as to the killing of Miss Colbert, the 
police said, nor was there any writing 
explaining his suicide. 

The local department yesterday was 
requested by the Philadelphia police 
to endeavor to locate Lewis. Detectives 
Farley and Totten, who were assigned

HEALTH BOARD MEETS TODAY 

Following the action of the city 
board of education in passing a res- 
olution requesting the board of 
health to make measles a reporta- 
ble disease, Dr. W. E. Quillian, 
chairman of the health board, has 
called a special meeting of that 
body for this afternoon to consider 
the request and to find some means 


of coping with the epidemic. 


On the report of Dr. W. N. Adkins, 
medical director of the city department 
of education, that he had found 336 
cases of measles in thirty-two gram- 
mar schools, the board of education 
yesterday unanimously requested 
city board of health to make measles a 
reportable disease. This action was 
strongly urged in Dr. Adkin’s report. 

There are forty-one grammar schools 
in the city. Dr. Adkins had received 
reports from thirty-nine of them, in all 
except seven of which he had found 
one or more cases of measies. From 
two he had not: received reports, but 
he knew that measles was prevalent 
in both of them and he believed that 
there were cases enough to bring the 
total number in the schools up to 350. 

Figuring that the children under 
school age, adults and children out 
of school, who had contracted the dis- 
ease, would easily be double the num- 
ber of cases reported in the schools,

BRITISH TRANSPORT SUNK 
150. REPORTED MISSIN 


Ivernia Sent to Bottom of the 
Mediterranean by Subma- 
rine on January 1. 


London, January 4.—The_ British 
transport Ivernia has been sunk, it 
was officially announced tonight. One 
hundred and fifty military officers and 
men are missing. 

The text of the announcement reads 
as follows: 

“The Ivernia was sunk by an enemy 
Submarine in the Mediterranean on 
January 1, during bad weather and 
while carrying troops. At present four 
military officers and 146 men are 
missing. 

“The casualties among the Ivernia’s 
officers and crew are not yet definite- 
Iv known, but hopes are entertained 
that the only officers of the ship miss- 
ing are the surgeon and chief en- 
gineer.”’ 

The Cunard liner Ivernia, a 14,278- 
ton steamer, has been for some time 
in the British government service as 
a transport. She was 6582 feet long 
and 64 feet broad. 

A supplementary report issued by 
the admiralty says that thirty-three of 
the crew of the Ivernia and 120 men 
are missing.

uation is a serious one. If something 
is not dons, I believe that we will have 
an epidemic of measles in Atlanta, dur- 
ing which practically every child who 
has not already had the disease will 
contract it. 

“Now measles is a much more serious 
ailment than most people regard it. It 
is estimated that there are ‘fifteen 
thousand deaths in this country an- 
nually due to this disease and its com- 
plications. It is not true that measles 
is a disease that every person has to 
have some time in his life Any con- 
tagious disease is preventable and with 
proper precautions and quarantine 
methods may be controlled. Measles 
can be almost eradicated as_ scarlet 
fever and smallpox have becn with the 
right sort of precautionary measures. 

Prevention of Epidemics. 

“Statistics show that the younger the 
child the more serlous the disease is 
likely to be. Children contracting it in 
school give it to their younger brothers 
and sisters at home and serious com- 
plications frequently resuit in very 
young children, tending to end fatally. 
Measles is one of the easiest of con- 
tagious disease to diagnose and there 
should be no difficulty in preventing 
futyre epidemics if the board of health 
places it under the same restrictions as 
other serious contagious diseases.” 

When told of the action taken by the 
board of education, Dr. W. EF. Quillian, 
chairman of the city board of health, 
agreed that measles ought to be a re- 
portable disease. He said that it was 
made so some years ago by the health 
board, but that difficulty was found 
in getting doctors and parents to re- 
port it. The required reporting of dis- 
eases of a minor character led to some 
confusion and seemed to _ mitigate 
against the control of more gerivus 
contagious diseases by the board, he 
said. 

“We then went kefore the Fulton 
County Medical so¢iety,” Dr. Quillian 
said, ‘to find out from them just whut 
contagious diseases they thought 
should be reportable and what diseases 
they would be willing to co-operate 
with us in stamping out.

ment on the subject from Rome is ex- 
pected shortly. 

Dr. Palmieri said tonight that the new 
movement, as outlined in his advices, 
will be directed particularly toward 
the establishment of a reunion of the 
Russian church and the ‘papacy and 
to a thorough re-examination into the 
validity of Anglican or, Hpiscopal or- 
dinations, which was settled in the 
negative in a papal bull “A postolical 
sedis,” by Pope Leo X-

mission of Cardinals, Dr.-Palmieri has 
been informed, will be bestowed upon 
Cardinal Nicola Marini, one of the new 
cardinals created in the last consistory, 
who has devoted many years to scien- 
tific research and to the cause of a re- 
union of Christianity.

;contrary course oftentimes is adopted 


lest those involved averse ‘to peace 
would be busy to intercept its result. 

“In 1812, when there was war be- 
tween the United States and England, 
Russia tendered her offices as medi- 
ator and notwithstanding the fact that 
Russia at that time was in an alliance 
with Engtfand, England declined her 
offices; and the senator will recall 
that Sir James McIntosh announced 
that the reason was because Russia 
tendered herself as mediator and not 
her good offices. 

“In 1838 the United States instructed 
its minister at Paris to acquaint the 
French government of the readiness of 
the president to afford assistance in 
his good offices to bring to an end 
the controvesry between France and 
Mexico, this without any previous no- 
tice to either party or to their ambas- 
sadors. The president said: ‘He would 
feel no delicacy in tendering his zood 
offices, and was only then deterred by 
the knowledge that the British govern- 
ment had offered mediation.’ 

‘You will observe, therefore. when we 
tendered good ofices we did it as the 
president of the United States did it in 
this case, as the senator says, without 
soundings, without information, volun- 
tarily.” 

Not Like Civil War Case. 

The rejection by the United States of 
tenders by Great Britain and France to 
end the civil war, Senator Lewis Sai‘x, 
was in no wise a precedent. 

“When the civil war was on,” he con- 
tinued, “England had already given in- 
dications of her willingness to aid the 
south in the success of secession. She 
had extended both her sympathies and 
her approval. She was, therefore, no 
longer neutral. Her attitude was known 
to our government. It was not a ten- 
der of their good offices. The senator 
must recall it was an offer to mediate. 
They tendered themselves; both France 
and England—to mediate and them- 
selves offered the terms of the peace 
between the states.” 

senator Lewis said that previous to 
that offer France had indicated that in 
this time of American discord she 
might recover all she lost in the Louis- 
jana purchase and England proclaimed 
from Canada that she would be able to 
recover the country in the northwest 
previously ceded to the United States. 

‘It was because of that,” said the 

senator, “that the United States de- 
clined any suggestion whatever of me- 
diation.,”’ . 
“So far as I am concerned,” he added, 
“I am not much interested whether the 
president of the United States con- 
formed to precedent or whether he did 
not. Of all offenses that have been 
committed against liberty in America 
it has been that idolizing of precedent 
which has no application to modern 
events and which slays the spirit of 
things by too much adherence to the 
letter; but if the president of the Unit- 
ed States is to be adjudged by prece- 
dents, then there must be truth to the 
historical facts that men may judge 
truthfully and justly.” ' 


Asked to Get Tegether. 


_ Reviewing the vast forces arrayed 
in the present conflict ready to fight 
“to the death,” the senator continued: 

‘Surely the scholar of the day, the 
casual man of the times, would regard 
it as recreancy on the part of any man 
in power if he could have spoken to 
avoid the consequences which must 
surely befall all.-civilization by the 
decimation of the human race, had he 
failed to do so.” 

He said the president had not asked 
the belligerents to submit peace terms 
nor suggested those terms, but that he 
asked them to get together amongc 
themselves on “anything which to 
either would be satisfactory as the 
terms of peace.” 

“If the position of the senator be 
well taken,” he added, “then there can 
never be an hour when any man in any 
place could appropriately 
the question of peace. There would he 
none to speak for those who have the 
desire. There would be no agency in 
the world. Parties would be left to 
the conflict, ¢o0 the interminable end 
and until death was the inheritance of 
all, and the silent voice of civilization 
in destruction would be all that was 
left to mankind.” 


Leap in the Dark. 


Senator Lodge, completing his argu- 
ment in the senate against the resolu- 
tion to indorse President Wilson’s 
peace note, declared its adoption would 
be a leap in the dark and precipitate 
congress into the midst of incompleted 
negotiations concerning which it knew 
nothing. 

Senator Lewis, democrat, of Illinois, 
began a defense of the resolution, con- 
tending it did not involve the nation 
into the unprecedented situation sug- 
gested by Senator Lodge. 

Senator Lewis argued that the reso- 
lution would merely approve the action 
of the president in sending a note re- 
questing terms of peace and not the 
contents of the note which might in- 
volve other issues. 

Senator Lodge, at the outset correct- 
ed his translation of the German am- 
bassador’s published statement prais- 
ing the note for which he yesterday 
assailed the envoy. 

“In ‘translating 
statement,’ said Senator 
quoted it as stating that 
stands ready to follow him,’ meanin 
the president. I have been informe 
that the German word was used in the 
sense of ‘it’ and not him, and that the 
phrase meant that Germany was wili- 
ing to follow the ‘Star of Bethlehem 
thus carrying out the pleasing parallel 
in the ambassador's statement between 
the president’s note and the Star w' 
Bethlehern. 

“| do not think, however, that the 
change alters the essential meaning or 
the ambassador’s statement.” 

Ambassador Bernstorff’s statement, 
referred to as re-translated by Senator 
Lodge, would read: 

“As once the star of Bethlehem from 
afar led the kings of the Ortent 
through the night to the fulfillment of 
their hopes, so through the darkness 
of this useless murder in Europe theres 
shines out of the words of President 
Wilson the light of a new message of 
peace on earth. 

“Germany stands ready to follow it. 
Assured of its strength, but not arro- 
gant, conscious that it drew the sword 
not out of lust of conquest, but for the 
defense of its national existence, it 
does not ask for alien territory, but for 
safety from attack and against alli- 
ances that threaten the peace of the 
world.” 

Co-operation With Europe. 


Senator Lodge referred to that por- 
tion of the note which indicated that 
the United States was willing to co- 
operate after the war with other na- 
tions in an arrangement for peace of 


the world. 

“It is apparent to every one,” he 
continued, “that when we abandon our 
traditional policy of separation frofa 
European politics we take a very great 
step which should not be taken without 
most thorough knowledge of what is 
intended and of the distance which we 
are invited to go. 

“An approval of the note in this gen- 
eral form carries with it approval of 
that general principle of co-vperation.” 

Reading Germany’s reply to the 
president's note, Senator Lodge said: 

“There is nothing said in this reply 
that compares with e@e statement of 
the German ambassador regarding the 
‘star of Bethlehem and the light’ cast 
by the president’s note, but if we re-

DEBTS OF BELLIGERENTS 
RAISED $49,455 000 00 


Federal Reserve Board Esti-. 
mates Increase in Debts 


Caused by War. 


Washington, January 4.—MThe_ in- 
crease in the national debt of Great 
Britain, France, Russia, Germany and 
Austria-Hungary is estimated by the 
federal reserve board as $49,455,000,000 
from the beginning of the war to the 
latter part of 1916, with the exception 
of Austria-Hungary, in whose case the 
estimate extends only to May, 1916. 

Twenty-nine billions is the three en- 
tente nation’s share of the total, and 
twenty billions is that of the two cen- 
tral powers. 

This estimate, the board stated in 
tabulations made public today, is ap- 
proximate and does not cover the cost 
of the war, as large revenues of unde- 
termined amounts have been raised by 
internal taxation. Following are the 
estimated national debt increase: 

Great Britain, to November 11, 1916, 
$13,253,358,000; France, to August 31, 
1916, $8,038,500,000; Russia, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1916, $7,978,274,000; a total of 
$29,265,132,000 for the entent; Germany, 
to October 27, 1916, $15,260,000,00U0: Aus- 
tria, $3,716,200,000; Hungary, $1,214,- 
000,000, a total of $20,192,200,000 for the 
Germanic nations.

board estimated, was approximately 
$15,163,750,000 in November, having 
risen from $3,449,813,150 in March, 1914. 
Loans to allies and dominions included 
in the grand total are estimated at 
from three to three and a half billion. 

France’s total loans to her allies dur- 
ing the war are estimated. at approx- 
imately $330,000,000. 

The national debt of Russia has risén 
from 9,888,310,000 roubles January 1, 
L914, to 25,220,936,000 roubles, about $13,- 
114,886,720, at the close of 1916. 

Bank note circulation in Germany 
has increased greatly during the war, 
‘as in other belligerent countries, the 
total of reichsbank notes in circulation 
December 7 last, being placed at $1,652,- 
-71,000, as against $450,212,619 July 30, 
1914. The cost of the war to Germany 
since Rumania’s entrance is placed at 
about $524,880,000 monthly and the last 
new credit granted by the reichstag, 
, $2,880,000,000 October 27 last, is esti- 
mated to be sufficient for about five 
months. The number of subscribers to 
the various German war loans is placed 
at 16,928,057, the fourth loan, offered

HONOR CONVICT READY 
TO RETURN TO PRISON 


Leavenworth, Kan., January 4.—An 
officer of the state penitentiary left here 
today for Fort Worth, Texas, to obtain 
custody of Henry A. Schapper, missing 
honor convict, who reported to the 
Fort Worth police today and announced 
that he was ready to reutrn to prison, 
thirty-six hours after his ten-day 
Christmas parole had lapsed. Officers 
of the prison confessed themselves at 
a loss tonight to know how to proceed 
with Schapper’s case. 

“We are hoping that Schapper will 
be able to prove that it was not his 
fault that he did not come back,” said 
Warden Codding. 

Dispatches from Fort Worth said 
that Schapper declared he had been 
without money and had remained there 
since Monday with his wife.

| réquire physicians to make reports (on

APPEAL ATLANTA MUST HEED. 


Colonel Robert J. Lowry, in an interview 
printed elsewhere upon this page, makes a 
striking appeal in behalf of the financial aid 
for Grady hospital; and it is such an ap- 
peal, and such an indictment of conditions 
within the institution, that Atlanta cannot 
well afford to let it go unheeded. 

As Colonel Lowry well says: “If there is 
any place that should have up-to-date equip- 
ment, and all of the appointments necessary 
for perfect service, it is the hospital’—of 
any community. “We don’t even ask for any 
conveniences; what we want is simply ab- 
solute necessities. We are handed a bare 
pittance for running expenses, and absolute- 
ly nothing for betterments or equipment;” 
and he goes on to say that, dismal as is the 
picture painted by Superintendent Dr. Sum- 
merall in his annual report to the city coun- 
cil on the conditions at the hospital, and as 
astounding as are the facts presented, Dr. 
Summerall “understated” the true. condi- 
tions.

MONUMENT AND GREAT GIFT. 


Altogether commendable in spirit and in 
itself is the gift to the city of Macon of cash 
and a site for the founding of an $80,0V0 free 
public library as a memorial to her brother, 
the late Hugh Vernon Washington, by Mrs. 
Ellen Washington Bellamy, an account of 
which appeared recently in The Constitution. 

It was an act expressive of filial devotion 
and at once of publ spirit, civic pride and 
interest in and thought for mankind. And 
it merits emulation by others similarly situ- 
ated and similarly equipped. 

The erecting of this library, to be built 
of Georgia marble and granite, will form a 
most appropriate monument to the memory 
of a young Georgian whose interests were 
centered in the people of his state and their 
education. 

Not only will it possess the lasting quali- 
ties of a marble shaft, but combined with 
them it will be the means of conferring the 
boon of intellectual improvement upon the 
men, women and children of the present and 
succeeding generations. 


OUR COURT OF APPEALS. 


The people of Georgia, as well as mem- 
bers of the bar and the judiciary, are to be 
congratulated upon the selection of Justice 
Payton L. Wade as chief justice of the Geor- 
gia court of appeals. 

This merited promotion comes in recog- 
nition of long and faithful service, and is a 
distinct reward for the unusual ability which 
has characterized the administration of 
Judge Wade as the senior member, in time 
of service, of this important branch of our 
appellate court system. 

By a recent change in the laws of Geor- 
gia relating to its judiciary, the court of ap- 
peals must determine the status of persons 
and property in many of the most important 
classés of cases which reach the courts for 
adjudication, and in order to better equip 
the court of appeals for the discharge of its 
important functions, three additional jus- 
tices have been placed upon its bench. 

The addition of the nominees of the Ma- 
con convention, Justices George, Luke and 
Jenkins, who were elected justices at the 
recent election, has strengthened the court 
and increased its capacity for usefulness. 
Chief Justice Wade and Justice Broyles 
have already won well-deserved recognition 
by their able administration of the court as 
originally constituted. 

The death of the late Justice Hodges de- 
prived the bench of one of its brilliant orna- 
ments, but his successor, Justice Bloodworth, 
as a lawyer of unusual ability and long expe- 
rience at the bar, will bring to the bench an 
intelligence and judgment in keeping with 
the high standard which ‘has been estab- 
lished by the Georgia court of appeals.

the Grady Hospital| 


Declaring that Dr. W. B. Summerall, su- 
perintendent of Grady hospital, had not only 
failed to overdraw the conditions existing in 
that institution at present, but had not fully 
expressed their dilapidated state, Colonel 


Robert J. Lowry, president of the Lowry 
National bank, the president of the board of 
trustees and one of the founders of Grady, 
fave out an interview Tuesday in which he 
exposed even worse conditions at the hospi- 
tal than were contained in Dr. Summerall’s 
caustic report. Also Colonel Lowry recom- 
mends a bond issue as a matter of relief. 

“It is nothing short of a burning shame 
that a hospital doing the work that the Grady 
hospital is doing should not be equipped for 
the service it is rendering,” declared Colonel 
Lowry. “It seems to be a fact that Grady 
hospital is not properly appreciated by either 
the city officials or by the citizens of the 
city. We would Hke for the people to come 
here and see the work which is being done-- 
as well as the wretched and cramped condi- 
tions under which it is being done,” he stated. 

“The institution is being run by men who 
have sacrificed their time and money to this 
labor of love. It is purely a humanitarian 
work, a work which should take precedence 
of all projects in being properly provided for. 

“Patients are brought there, needing at- 
tention and care, and they.have to be put in 
the hallways on cots, for lack of room. The 
nurses have no place to sleep, and they have 
to occupy pay-wards for sleeping quarters 
that really ought to be yielding a return 
from pay-patients, in order to help pay the 
expenses of the institution. We need a 
nurses’ dormitory, and we need more hos- 
pital room for patients. It is simply out of 
the question to go much longer at Grady 
without providing for some of the needs of 
this institution. 1f the people would go down 
there and see the conditions that surround 
these good women, these nurses, in their ef- 
fort to serve suffering humanity, I am sure 
that this mute appeal to them would cause 
their hearts to open to the cry of Grady. 

“This institution is absolutely necessary 
to the public safety. People are constantly 
getting hurt, and becoming suddenly and 
dangerously ill, and needing immediate at- 
tention at the hospital. In the name of hu- 
manity they should have it, and it is a shame 
upon a great city like Atlanta that no better 
facilities and equipment exist at Grady for 
that service. It is a great pity to take a 
patient to the hospital and set him out ina 
hallway somewhere on a cot for lack of room, 
and it is likewise an imposition upon the 
nurses to have no private sleeping quarters. 

Equipment Out of Date. 


“Most of the equipment is more or less 
out of date, and if anything gets out of re- 
pair it can hardly be spared from daily serv- 
ice long enough to be put in operative con- 
dition. The natural result is that much af 
the equipment is simply a makeshift. 

“If there is any place that should have 
up-to-date equipment, and all the appoint- 
ments necessary for perfect service, it is the 
hospital. There are many things that might 
be allowed to wait for attention in the fu- 
ture, but not the hospital. When a man is 
sick he reqyires the very best of care, and 
his attendants are entitled to livable condi- 
tions under which their service is rendered, 
for even with the best their lot is trying 
enough. 

“Away back yonder in the early nineties 
a few of us got together and organized 
Grady. The city originally contributed only 
$6,000 to,the enterprise, and we took the 
streets and raised the necessary money to 
build it, and we thought, when we built it, it 
would answer the city’s needs for years to 
come: but it was only a comparatively short 
time until its capacity was taxed to the ut- 
most. The city has about doubled its popu- 
lation in the last twenty years, and the ca- 
pacity of the hospital has only been increased 
by the relatively small appropriation from 


the bond issue four or five years ago. It is 
now in such a congested condition that it's 
a wonder to me how any’satisfactory service 
can be rendered. 

“Why, we don’t even ask for any conven- 
iences; what we want is simply absolute ne- 
cessities. We are handed a bare pittance for 
running expenses, and absolutely nothing tor 
betterments or equipment; -and it’s the nat- 
ural result of such a policy that the hospi- 
tal’s efficiency can hardly be maintained. 

“The trustees would like to see the people 
take an interest in this institution, which is 
theirs. We would like to have them go down 
and look things over. Dr. Summerall hasn't 
exaggerated things at all. Many small mat- 
ters he made no mention of in his report, but 
all the needs of the hospital are important 
and necessary to the service. It seems to me 
that life and health should take precedence 
of every other call upon the city’s resources, 
and the work of the hospital is wholly in the 
interest of life and health, is in the interest 
of all the people, and is absolutely free of 
any semblance of politics.” 

“What do you regard as the most urgent 
need of the hospital at this time?’ he was 
asked. ° 

More Room Needed. 


“Well, in the first place, we need more 
room for patients. That's the greatest need. 
Then we need a nurses’ dormitory, so as to 
give those good women a place to sleep in 
some comfort. And then we need to replace 
much of our so-called equipment, and over- 
haul practically all of the kitchen and laun- 
dry departments, the out-of-door clinic fa- 
cilities, which are nothing short of disgrace® 
ful, and besides that we must have more 
room for operating. We need a refrigerating 
plant. 1 could hardly enumerate the small 
needs we haye, but those are some of the 
glaring needS—not conveniences, mind you, 
but absolute necessities. One can hardly ap- 
preciate the needs Grady hospital with- 
out going there an@ inspecting the condi- 
tions under which we are trying to serve the 
public. 

“From what I read in the papers it would 
seem that the city is wholly unable from its 
regular income to relieve the condition at 
the hospital. I really believe if the people 
were allowed to vote on a bond issue to make 
an up-to-date municipal hospital out of Grady 
we could get it throu, but if a bond issue 
to cover a thousand afd one needs was put 
up to the voters I fear that it would fail to 
carry. In other words, I believe that the 
people would be willing to vote a bond issue 
for the single purpose of putting Grady hos- 
pital on a proper working basis, and giving 
it the facilities and the equipment which it 
not only merits, but which it must have if it 
continues to do the work expected of it. I 
am sure that such a bond issue would carry 
if the people would acquaint themselves with 
the conditions there. 1 am not ‘Knocking’ 
anybody, for I am frank to state with the 
meager appropriation that the hospital re- 


ceives it is one of the best-managed depart- 
ments of the city’s government. But there is 
such a thing as equipment wearing out, and 
when it is practically gone the service is 
crippled, no matter how good the manage- 
ment. 

“There is no doubt about the fact that 
the time has come when we have got to do 
something for Grady hospital, and I do hope 
that the people will look at this matter 
seriously. The work of the hospital is a nec- 
essary work, and a bond issue to put this in- 
stitution on its feet, so that it can do its 
work with some sort of satisfaction to itselt 
and the public, should not be considered as a 
project, but as a means of relieving an abso- 
lute necessity for the life and health of the 
people. 

‘I do sincerely hope that the people will 
realize the fact that this great humanitarian 
institution, their own institution, must have 
relief, and must be preserved for the great 


and good’work which will be expected of it 
in the future.” 


DOUBLE SCHOOL SESSIONS NECESSARY 
UNLESS NEW BUILDINGS ARE ERECTED 


— 


Only two remedies are possible for the 
conditions which confront the Atlanta school 
system, Chairman R. J. Guinn told the board 
of education at its annual meeting yesterday 
afternoon. One is the erection of additional 
buildings. The alternative is doubling the 
sessions in the first three grades, extending 
the hours in the other four grades and sched- 
uling the work in the high schools so that 
it will extend throughout the entire day. 

Mayor Candler, who was present at the 
opening of the meeting, and presided until 
the board was organized by the re-election 
of the old officers, made a speech in which he 
indicated that it was practically out of the 
question, in the present state of the city 
finances, for the board to get the $1,094,000 
asked for in its budget submitted to council 
and that it would have to be satisfied with 
three-quarters of a million. 

School Funds Limited. 

“The people furnish the money with which 
you are to run the schools,” said Mayor 
Candler, “and its amount is limited. If you 
find that you cannot take care of the school 
interests of the city on the money the peo- 
ple give you, then they will have to go un- 
cared for.” 

The mayor said that the budgets of the 
various city departments would be greater 
than the council could stand with the merfey 
at its disposal. They would have to be 
scaled accordingly. He’ urged the board to 
bear in mind the difficulties which confront- 
eq the administration. He felt sure that the 
members would bear in mind the most sacred 
trust of the city which was committed to 
their hands and still moderate demands to a 
point within the city’s ability to meet. 

R. J. Guinn was unanimously elected chair- 
man of the board, as was A. P. Morgan, vice 
chairman, and Walter B. Campbell, treasurer. 
Mr. Morgan asked to be relieved from acting 
as vice chairman, as his business frequently 
called him out of the city, but he was 
elected anyhow. As soon as the officers were 
elected Mr. Candler excused himself in order 
to attend a meeting of the firemrasters. 


Guinn Makes Statement. 
On taking the chair, Mr. Guinn read the 
following statement, in which he outlined the 


most pressing needs of the school system for 


the ensuing year: 
“The public schools belong to the people. 


The people’s money supports them and their 
children are instructed in them. It is but 
natural, therefore, that they should and do 
feel a very vital interest in both the charac- 
ter and extent of the preparation given to 
their children for effectively meeting the re- 
sponsibilities of gife. 

“as a board we have been intrusted with 
the very delicate and responsible work of 
supervising and promoting this most impor- 
tant civie department. The obligation is 
on us to give to the ehildren of this city 
the very best educational advantages the 
funds placed at our disposal will permit. 
It is also our duty to anticipate as far as 
possible the demands that will be laid upon 
the next generation and seek to prepare 
them to effectively meet the responsibilities 
that will be theirs, and with this end in 
view we should from time to time present 
to the people for their consideration and 
sanction plans for raising the standards 
and increasing the efficienoy of the system. 

“The law under which we are organized 
and are operating presumes that cqual op- 
portunities shall be provided for all the 
children of the city. We can be expected, 
therefore, to reach no higher standards 
than the support accorded us will permit to 
be extended to the children of all the people. 


Training Must Be Good. 

“We recognize, of course, that if the chil- 
dren of our people are to have an equal op- 
portunity in the complexities that must un- 
doubtedly confront the coming generation, 
the training and equipment we give them 
must be as good as that offered by municipal- 
ities in other sections of our common coun-

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try. This we are not able to do with 
insufficient support now furnished us. 

“From the study we as a board have made 
during the past few years we fully appre- 
ciate the fact that household arts for all 
the girls of this city should be instituted 
in every grade from the sixth and up. We 
also realize the great importance of giving 
an elementary course in both grammar and 
high schools in gardening and agriculture. 
But these, and some other essentials of prep- 
aration for effective life, cannot be included 
in the school system without additional funds 
are provided. These funds can only come 
from the people and will not be provided 
until the people, who own the schools and 
whose children are the beneficiaries thereof, 
have been impressed with the importance of 
this work. With the present support about 
all that can be done is being done. 

“With the opening of :he September term 
we will be confronted with two very serious 
and embarrassing facts: 

“First, there will be a very large number 
of children seeking admission to the gram- 
mar grades for whom there will be no room. 

“Second, the high schools will be crowded 
beyond the possibility of taking care of those 
who will seek admission. 

Remedies Suggested. 

“There are two possible remedies for the 
condition that will confront us: 

“First, the erection of additional build- 
ings, preferably along the lines already out- 
lined by the board for the re-arrangement 
of our school work covered by the ‘Terrell 
resolution for junior high schools. 

“Second, by doubling the sessions in the 
first three grades and extending the hours 
in the other four grades and by Scheduling 
the work in the high schools so that it will 
extend throughout the entire day. Both 
plans will involve some considerable increase 
in the teaching force. 

“The long periods that public school plants 
stand idle is Suggestive of waste and the 
plan of operating longer sessions, particular- 
ly in the high schools, has some advantages 
that are well worthy of consideration. It 
has been suggested that high school facili- 
tics should be provided for the children of 
the community, but that these benefits should 
be extended at the time and place the city 
with reasonable economy can afford to give 
them. - 
“It is but fair tothe people that they should 
be informed in advance of the conditions that 
are certain to confront the school department 
in September, so that there will be no reason- 
able ground for complaint against the board 
should it become necessary to resort to an ex- 


pedient to meet an emergency. 

“We have a most responsible and deli- 
cate work before us this year. It is need- 
less to say that the members of this board 
will give their very best endeavors to the 
end that the best possible results may be 
achieved. It is also true that we will have 
due regard for the financial dilemma that the 
new administration inherits. The people of 
the whole city will undoubtedly bear, with 
patience such temporary inconvenience as 
the present emergency may enforce while 
plans are being evolved for permanent re- 
oo and an enrichment of our educational sys- 
them.” 


New Members Wélcomed. 


Two new members were welcomed to the 
meeting of the board, namely, William Ss 
Richardson, member ex-officio, as chairman 
of the school committee of council, and J. E. 
Powell, the new member form the third ward. 

The board postponed until its next meeting 
action on the proposed removal of the admin- 
istrative offices of the department from the 
Chamber of Commerce building to the reno- 
vated Temple Court building, which is to be 
rechristened the Central building after 
March 1.

ARTHUR FLETCHER, 
GIANTS’ SHORTSTOP, 
ONE OF THE STARS 


In Madison county, Illinois, ¢here are 
190,000 people, of whom 7,693 
predicted that Arthur Fletcher was g0- 
ing to be a great ball player when Art 
was only knee high to a grasshopper. 
In Dallas, Texas, there are about 125.- 
900 folks, and 17,456 of them recom- 
mended Fletcher to McGraw when the 
Giant shortstop was playing Texas 
league ball in the northern metropolis 
of the Lone Star state. These figures 
may not be absolutely correct, but they 
are approximately so. 

Fletcher was born thirty years ago 
today in Madison county, Illinois. To 
be more specific would be to take part 
in a local controversy, the rival towns 
of Collinsville and Edwardsville both 
claiming the honor of having been thé 
hero’s birthplace. However that may 
be. Collinsville now has the edge, for 
Fletcher makes his home in that mare, 
which is not far from St, Louis. Arth» 
sot his baseball start in his Aaa 
county, but in 1907 he was signed by 
Dallas In the spring of thax year Mc- 
Graw saw Fletcher at work, and touk 
a liking to the aggressive kid. He was 
signed for a trial with the Giants ii 
1907, but turned back to Dallas, where 
he played the 1908 season. The follow- 
ing vear he rejoined the Giants and 
stuck, although for a couple of annums 
he was only a benchwarmer. Al Brid- 
well was then the Giant shortstop, 
but when he began to slip McGraw 
sent him to Boston and called Fletcher 
out of the obscurity of the bench. 

Fletcher batted .286 last season, 
which was quite an improvement over 
his 1915 average of .254. He has been 
one of the hardest hitting shortstops in 
the game ever since he became a regu- 
lar in 1911, when he batted io. mae 
gets fewer bases on balls 
other National league player, and this 
is rather mysterious, for he very sel- 
dom goes after bad ones. He got thir- 
teen bases on balls last year, which 
was quite remarkable for him, as he 
had only six passes in 1915.
